From the Relief Front in China 

The route for Red Cross supplies (not contraband) continues to be through 
Haiphong, French Indo-China. In the latest letter from the Chinese Red Cross, 
dated Jan. 7, the headquarters are reported to be at Chiyang (-^J5 ) , in Hunan 

province, with intermediate offices at Liuchow (jj'iP'H'j) > Kweilin ( "^1- in Kwangsi, 
and Kweiyang Kweichov/. In spite of the fall of Hainan this route is 

still safe. However, arrangements are being made to have a Chinese Red Cross re- 
ceiving station at Rangoon so that use may be made of the safer newly opened Burma 



route . 

V^ith the advent of warm weather, epidemic preventive measures must again 
be pushed. Cholera and other water-borne diseases andmalaria are particularly to 
be guarded against. Bubonic plague may be expected to increase because of the 
increase in the number of rats. In addition, smallpox and typhus have to be con- 
stantly combatted. 

Relief Needs in China 

1. A cablegram from Dr. C. Y. Nu, dated February 6, calls for five million tablets 
of quinine. (See next section for special quinine purchase arrangefaent. ) 

2. Another cablegram, dated February 13, suggests that for the present funds are 
needed more for the monthly supply of gasoline than for ambulances. 
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3. Routine drug units. 

^ 4. Funds for the training of Red Cross workers. 

5. Tires, hand pumps for tiros, tools for repair of ambulances in the field. 

6. One thousand stretchers. 

Special Arrangement for Purchase of Q,uin.ine 
The Medical Bureau has made a sliding scale arrangement with a large 
pharmaceutical concern effective until the end of April, 1939. Under this arrange- 
ment the total amount purchased by all of the Chinese Relief agencies in America 
within this period will be considered as one purchase, and the price will be com- 
puted on the total amount purchased at the end of that period. This arrangement 
effected a saving of some ;j^3000.00 last year on the 2^ tons of quinine made 
available to China. 

Remember that five million tablets are needed. This will cost in the 
^ , neighborhood of |37,000.00. Contribute V7hat you can. is the average cost of 

treatment per malaria patient.

from the CHINESE RELIEF FRONT 
Mr. William Hu, Chief of the Division of Transportation of 
the Chinese Red Cross j has recently sent the following news from Kiyang, 
Hunan, under date ' of January 30, 1939: 

"....The loss of our motor convoys is comparatively smallk 
We lost two truck-ambulances at Ghangyang, Hupeh, on October 17th last, 
being bombed by enemy planes and burned. One of them (80) was donated 
by the Korean Society through you; the other v;as our own. Further we 
lost one at Changsha, 5 on the Kiangsi -Chekiang fronts, 3 at Canton, 
and since we have scrapped 10 old trucks. 

"At the present we have 47 StudebEiker truck-ambulances in 
service. As all fronts were quiet for the last two months, we did 
little transportation of wounded soldiers. But vie are busy moving 
our valuable supplies from Kiyang to Kweiyang, our final headquarters, 
a distance of about 1200 km. ....

"liVhile I was in Hong Kong, I also took the liberty to exchange five 
Studebaker cab-over-engine chassis. . . (The new kind) carries more stretchers than 
any ambulances now operating in China. . . 

"The six Dodges, four of which were donated by the Texas Groups, were 
delayed in construction, as vie could not decide what kind of body to build, Finally 
I ordered them in sedan body but with a flexible driver’s seat, which can be folded 
down to form a bed. v/ill use them chiefly to transport high rank personnel of 
our staff, but also as an express ambulance to carry important personnel of the army. 

"For the present the body will still be built in Hong Kong, shipping to 
Haiphong, then by higiiway via Nankivan, Nanning to the interior. If Nanning is cut, 
vie may send by railroad to Kunming and the final route will be by way of Burma," 

NOTHS FROM CHUI'TGKING 



We have received a series of news releases from the China Information 
Committee (P.Oi Box 107, Chungking, China,) from which vie are attempting to summar- 
ize items of particular interest to our readers, as follows; 

"Health Stations along China * s Highways " . * . Jan. 14, 1939 

With the rapid spread of lines of communication, especially into the south- 
west provinces, the problem of health control for the laborers is increasingly im- 
portant. Through the National Health Administration of the Chinese Government, 
fourteen simple but serviceable medical stations have been established along the 
roajor highways, with two mobile units at each one to increase their sphere of action. 
Each station maintains an outpatient clinic, and hospital beds for serious cases. In 
addition, they may undertake such preventive measures as innoculation and vaccina- 
tion, and improve sanitary conditions. More stations will, it is hoped, be estab- 
lished in time, not only along the highways, but also for railways, factories, etc, 

"T^vo-year Health Program Announced in China" ........ Jan. 17, 1939 

Further evidence of China’s intention to resist Japanese invasion appears 
in the new health program underway under the National Health Administration. The 
training schools are preparing to release more doctors and nurses to the field and 
base hospitals. In the southvj-est provinces, where great reconstruction work is being 
carried on, the Administration is seeking to establish permanent health organizations, 
with bureaus in the large cities and one health and medical station in each county. 
Similarly, health commissions have already been established or are in the process of 
establishment in the northwest provinces. 

Emphasis is necessarily on the care of the wounded. Nevertheless, exten- 
► ive work is being undertaken in epidemic prevention, medical training, the manu- 
facture of vaccines and narcotics for medical purposes, and of artificial limbs for 
which there is so groat a need. The Administration staff has been cooperating for 
over a year with experts of the League of Nations in controlling and combatting 
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epidemics, Chinese phamacists in the Central Pharmaceutical Research Laboratory 
have, in addition, been ashed to intensify their studies with a view to finding 
Chinese substitutes for imported drugs. 

Leaders in the National Health Administration are its Director, Dr. F.C. 
Yen; the Deputy-director, Dr, King Pao-Shan; and the Deputy-director of the 
Central Field Health Station, Dr, Robert Lim. Dr Lim is concurrently the director 
of the Medical Service in the Chinese National Red Cross, Dr. Yen is located at 
Chungking, Dr. King in Kweiyang, and Dr, Lim in Hunan. Their close cooperation en- 
sures a successful enforcement of China’s new health program. 

’’Refugee Colonies in China” Jan. 24, 1939 

Wastelands are being reclaimed and cultivated, and refugee colonies have 
been or are being established in western Honan and v/estern Shensi, under the 
National Relief Committee in cooperation with local provincial authorities, 1,000 
refugee families (averaging five people each) have been sent to the colony at 
Tenghsien, Honan, with supplies and expenses to carry them until the first harvest. 
Throe big villages for 200 families each and four small villages for 100 families 
each are nov; under construction at Tinghsinhsiang. A similar colony for 5100 re- 
fugees is being established in Shensi province. Other refugees have found jobs 
through the Comniission’s branch office at Sian, while others have been sent to in- 
terior Shensi, Kwangsi, and elsewhere. Administration of the colonies is to be in 
the hands of trained experts including agriculturalists, engineers, doctors, health 
education specialists, and police. Since much of this land was laid waste by ban- 
dits in the past, and is actually good for agricultural purposes, the villages 
should soon be able to support themselves. 

”?»Ialignant Malaria in Yunnan Must Go,”’ Jan. 27, 1939 

Yunnan has in the past been disastrously ravaged by malignant malaria. 

Among the worst affected regions are Szemao and Puerh in southern Yunnan. Szemao 
itself has been literally laid waste as a result of the disease, with nine out of 
every ten houses in the village empty. Last year the National Health Auministration 
made substantial grants of money and quinine to hospitals in the affected areas; 
these vrere not enough, and a five-year plan is now being put into effect in the 
attempt to drive out the disease. Puerh and Szemao will be set aside as experimental 
districts, and health offices will be established over the province from which as 
centres the health work \/ill be extended over the entire area. Hokow, in the quinine 
growing district, is to have a quinine factory which should in course of time supply 
all quinine needs within the province. The campaign will be preventative as well as 
curative. Experts will be needed in the work of sanitation and of clearing out the 
breeding places. Three medical colleges within Yunnan pravince v^ill give necessary 
training to doctors and nurses. In addition, research vrark will be carried on. 

”Health Service for China’s ’ Baby ’ Province” . Jan, 28, 1939 

Sikong, adniitted as a province on New Year’s day of 1939, is to be pro- 
vided v;ith a health service. The province is very sparsely settled, v;ith only 6,3 
inhabitants per square kilometer of its grasslands. It is, however, very rich in 
wild game and minerals. Modern medical facilities have been unknown in the past, 
and even the provincial hospital is ridiculously small. Prevalent diseases are 
smallpox, trachoma, tuberculosis and leprosy. Because of the wide scattering of the 
^ population, mobile units carrying medical equipment and supplies v/ill travel from 
one health centre to another, on mules and donkeys. An outlay of $40,000 has 
already been approved by the Central Government, for the purpose of laying a founda- 
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tioii for a permaiient all-province tealth. machinery later, Ivir, Tai Chi-tao, one of 
China’s elder statesmen v^ho is profoundly interested in border affairs, has added 
his personal donation of $50,000. 

’’Ivied i cal Iiiducation Centralized in China” Jan, 30, 1939 

Since the Japanese occupation of the coastal areas, three new medical 
training: centres have appeared in Chengtu, Kweiyang, and Kunming. Each represents 
the combined facilities and teaching staff of two or more institutions of different 
origins. At Chengtu the medical college of National Central University of Nanking 
is combined with those of Cheloo University (Tsinan) and Nest China Union University, 
The former is a Chinese institution, the latter two missionary organizations v/ith 
many foreign staff doctors. Religious, national and institutional differences are 
submerged under the need for supplying China with more medical workers. 

In Kvj eiya ng, Kv;eichow, Hsiangya Ivlodical College (Yale-in-China) has joined 
forces with Kweiyang Iviedical College, formerly part of National Wuhan University 
(Wuchang); also the Public Health Personnel Training Institute, formerly conducted 
by the National Health Administration and the Central Hospital in Nanking. 

Kunming . Yunnan, the collaborating institutions are the National Chung- 
Cheng Iledical College, started in Nanchang, Kiangsi, just before the outbreak of 
hostilities, and the medical college of Yunnan University. These v/ill soon be 
further strengthened by the arrival of National Medical College from Shanghai. 

A fourth centralization scheme of the National Health Administration will 
combine the medical school of National Tungchi University (V/oosung) and the 
National Medical College of Kiangsu, to be located in Kweilin, Kiangsu. Because of 
recent bombings of Kv/eilin by the Japanese, this location may have to be altered. 

This centralization of medical schools allows a minimum outlay of equip- 
ment and of the services of teachers v/ith a maximum amount of teaching benefiting a 
large number of students. It moans also that more teachers are released for active 
V'jork at the front or at the base hospitals. 

"C ampaign Against Diseases in China” . Feb. 4, 1939 

A campaign was launched in Chungking early in Febrrary, 1939, in which all 
those versed in the art of healing were mobilized to give free medical services to 
the inoigent sick. A city-wide free medical service was started by the Social 
Affairs Board of the Central Kuomlntang, with the cooperation of the National Health 
Administration, the National Relief Commission, the local Kuomintang Buree.u and the 
Public Health Departments of the Municipal Ck>vernmDnt and Police Bureau. Help has 
been enlisted from the associations of Chinese pharmacies and western dispensaries 
vjhich promised to give free medical supplies. The Chinese Red Cross Society, V/orld 
Swastika Society, and the Board of Directors for the Chinese Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides, and other civic bodies have volunteered their services. Members of the 
Medical Profession in Chungking have agreed to give their services free to patients 
in refugee camps, orphanages, factories and the homes of the poor. Refugees in 
transit have also to be cared for. The National Health Administration, with approval 
of the Executive Yuan and financial support of the Ministry of Communications and 
National Relief Comiaission, therefore, has established clinics at 15 stations along 
the highways throu^out Hunan, Szechv;an, Kweichow and Yunnan (see above, release of 
J'an . 14 . )

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Cables from Dr . F. C. Yen

FROM THE R ELIEF FRONT m CHINA 

Bombing of Red Cross Units in Sian The following letter from F. E. 

Wan to Dr. Lim, dated March 11, has been forwarded to our offices: 

”I am sending you a detailed report of the actual loss of our 
u nits in Sian from the last air-raid which took place on the 7th « 
Four bombs dropped in Kwang-jen Hospital. . « the headquarters of 
the 10th unit stations. The operating theatre, the x-ray room, the 
clinical lab, and one ward of the mission hospital have been com- 
pletely destroyed. Fortunately, v;e were in the open air and life- 
saving trenches only some tv/onty feet from the bombs,. • • but none 
were injured. 

'TJnit 7 and part of unit 10 were in the red-cross hospital 
where they used to live. Three exploding bombs destroyed practi- 
cally all the buildings occupied by our units. . . There has been 
some minor damage to our trucks. • ." 

Letter from Miss Hilda Selwyn-Clarko , Hon. Secretary of the China De- 
fense League - under date of I'toch 13th: 

”I have just had a cable from Dr. Lim with the following mes- 
sage: ’Training School needs ten trucks for the transport of build- 

ing materials for the hospital and for the wounded when the hospi- 
tal is completed. Please assign part of your trucks for this pur-

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pose aiid ask Co Tui to assign the reminder. ’ 

"On Ivlarch 11th I sent off the five Studebaker t nicks that were sent through 
you from the Chinese Patriotic League Ontario. We collected in Hong Kong about 
60,000 Hong Kong dollars worth of supplies and we included 4 cases received from 
the China Civilian Relief Committee of New York and various supplies we have had 
from the China Medical Committee of Victoria. Of course we had far more supplies 
than could be transported by 5 trucks, so we arranged with Mr. T, L. Soong that ho 
should lot us have two more at Haiphong and v/ith the Bishop of Hong Kong that we 
should buy throe trucks that eiftorwards could bo used for the transporting of medi- 
cal supplies for refugees vdiich the British Relief Fund in Hong Kong has pledged 
itself to carry out for South China. 

"I am hoping that we are going to get ten surgeons and 5 physician-sur- 
geons returned from Spain for him; my last letter from England looks very hopeful 
and I think there is a good chance of our getting his Orthopediac surgeon and 
technician and the equipment for the Orthopediac Hospital and workshop which he 
wishes to attach to the Training School, 1 feel certain that if sufficient drive 
is put into this in Great Britain the medical profession and tho British Relief 
Fund in Great Britain can provide this. . 

News Releases from Chungking (summarized) ------------------- 

League Epidemic Exports to Stay in China for Another Year March 2 , 1939 

At the request of the Chinese Government, the League of Nations has 
agreed to keep its corps of health experts in China for another year to assist in 
the anti -epidemic work. Of the original twelve who came in early 1939, four are 
remaining - Dr. Jottmar in Sian, Dr. Dorolle in Kunming, Dr. R.C. Robertson and 
Dr. Pollizer in Kweiyang - and these will soon be reinforced by four more sent 
directly from Geneva. The 1939 budget is smaller, but a better working arrange- 
ment has been made v/ith Chungking (see beloe. Yen’s article no. 4). A new de- 
parture is tho appointment by Geneva of a resident representative, Dr. McKenzie, 
ivho will be a liaison officer between the League organization and the Chinese 
Government. With Dr. Yen, Dr. Robertson and Dr. Dorolle, he will serve on a 
League Epidemic Coriinission yet to be created. Reports by the exports will go 
directly to Dr, McKenzie instead of to Geneva, and it is expected that this new 
arrangement will save considerable time and money. 



Core of the Wounded Soldiers by Dr. F.C.Yen, article No. 2, 

March 22, 1939 

Iknergency hospitals at the outbreak of the war in- 1937, chiefly under 
the auspices of various relief organizations, met the immediate need 20 months ago. 
Now of course the situation is vastly more urgent, and different measures are 
needed. 

The v/ounded are being cored for by tho following organizations, each of 
which has been assigned special functions: tho Regimental and Divisional Medical 

Units are responsible for first-aid treatment to the front-line wounded, and for 
their transportation to the collecting and dressing stations. The Medical depart- 
ment of tho Ministry of Supplies and Transportation receives the wounded from the 
divisions, caring for them in transit and taking them to the army hospitals in the 
rear. Tho Army Medical Administration maintains base hospitals in the rear, and 
surgical and other special hospitals. Cured soldiers are sent to convalescent 
hostels organized by the Central Wounded Soldiers’ Administration. Tho Red Cross 
Society cooperates with the army hospitals in the field work and along the main 
lines of communication; its organization comprises three services, - medical, 
transportation and supply. International Committees of tho National Red Cross 
Society of China help with general relief and modi cal work for refugees as well as 
soldiers. 
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Prevention and Control of Epidemics - - by Dr. F. C. Yen, article no. 3, 

March 23 , 1939 

Movement of wounded troops and refugees is bound to bring 
about epidemics. The National Health Administration has organized 
and systematized this work throughout the country, and the control 
of a serious outbreak of cholera in Hunan and of bubonic plague in 
Kwangtung, and treatment of thousands of malaria cases in Kwangsi 
are among their notable achievements. Participating in the work 
is the League of Nations Epidemic Commission, composed of three 
units, one each for the Northwest, Central, and South China areas. 

The NHA appoints senior staff members os government delegates to 
cooperate in the field work and act as liaison officers. Sub-units 
and isolation hospitrls were organized in the three areas, under- 
taking both precautionary and curative measures. The work has be- 
come more urgent as the war proceeds, with cholera outbreaks in 
SQVoral areas. The NHA advertised for recruits and admitted 
successful candidates into the Emergency Medical Service Training 
School for preparation for their work. 25 anti-epidemic units 
divided into 100 teams were then organized and distributed in 
Anhwei, Chekiang, Fukien, Honan, Hunan, Hupeh, Kiangsi , Kv/angtung, 
Kweichow, Kwangsi, Shensi and Szechuan provinces. Isolation 
hospitals were attached to the \mits where the cholera epidemic 
assumed serious proportions. Strong measures were also taken to 
control the bubonic plague epidemic in the spring of 1938, and in the 
treatment of thousands of cases of malaria. This epidemic 
prevention and sanitary improvement work has aroused wide interest 
and may local and provincial authorities are participating more and 
more in it. Many provincial authorities allotted funds for organ- 
izing units, mass inoculation, and isolation hospitals, and anti- 
epidemic committees were created in several provinces, comprising 
3 ?c-Qresentatives of central and provincial health organizations. The 
units sent out by the League of Nations have likewise become a more 
or less integral part of the national epidemic prevention programme. 
Special emphasis is laid on sanitation work. To meet the demand, and 
Emergency Medical Service Training School was established at Changsha 
in June, 1938, for training ambulance corps, nursing units, 
operative units, anti-epidemic units and army surgeons. The course 
for each group lasted four weeks, and in ten months some 1500 
persons wore graduated. 

Anti-Epidemic Work Put on Permanent Basis - - - -Yen^s article no. 4, 

March 24 

Resources and personnel have been mobilized, and funds care- 
fully allocated. The assistance given by the League of Nations is 
expected to take the form of: maintaining experts in China for the 

anti-epidemic work; sending medical and laboratory supplies to China; 
aiding Chinese Health institutions in their anti-epidemic work; en- 
gaging Chinese technical personnel in anti-epidemic work, and giving 
subsidies to improve transportation facilities. The Chinese authori- 
ties have also allotted funds toward the maintenance of anti- epidemic 
units, isolation hospitals, highway health stations, a five-year 
malaria control program, and a three-year malaria research and goitre 
control program. A better working arrangement has been made between 
Geneva and Chungking this year than was had last year. Eight league 
experts are working in China. Instead of maintaining three separate 
units in the three areas, Northwest, Central and South China, the 
commission has been incorporated into the Chinese anti-epidemic 
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forces, and will be engaged in field work where there is the most 
need. The nationwide anti-epidemic work has led to new health 
activities on the part of the provincial and municipal governments. 
Anti-epidemic and public health work are identical in nature, since 
better sanitary conditions improve the environment, and bring about 
simultaneous control of other diseases. 

Health Administration carries on Normal A ctivities - - - - -F.C.Yen 

March E5 , 1929 

Despite the present crisis, the NHA is not only maintaining 
its peace-time services, but has enormously increased the efficiency 
and productive power of many of its subsidiary organizations. The 
National Epidemic Prevention Bureau is producing typhoid and cholera 
vaccines. The factory operated by the Narcotic Bureau of the Adminis- 
tration supplies narcotic drugs for the relief of the wounded; also 
the Surgical Supplies Factory. Their greater productivity is the 
more significant because they have been working under the most adverse 
conditions. The Northwest Epidemic Prevention Bureau, maintained in 
the Chinese Northwest , proceeds principally along the lines of 
prevention and treatment of veterinary diseases in Kansu, Ninghsia 
and Chinghai and the manufacture of vaccines and sera for animal use. 
Bureau members visited 128 villages last year to educate the inhabi- 
tants on animal diseases. In addition, four new branch stations for 
the prevention and treatment of animal diseases were organized in 
1928, treating animal diseases as well as giving treatment to sick 
people. Similar activities wore carried on in Mongolia and Suiyuan by 
the Mongol! a- Suiyuan Epidemic Prevention Bureau. 

Because of the disturbed conditions, the work of the Mongolia 
He-^-lth Centre v/as limited chiefly to emergency medical relief under 
local authorities. The staff v/as divided in several groups to 
participate in the work of the Red Cross as well as the anti- epidemic 
units despatched by the NHA. 

The factory operated by the Narcotic Bureau manufactures drugs 
for the relief of the wounded. Heroin, considered a dangerous and 
demoralizing drug by the National Government , is not obtainable from 
the Bureau, though in North China heroin addicts nTimber millions where 
the Japancso and Korean ronin have their sway. 

The surgical Supplies Factory, operating in Chungking, manu- 
factures surgical instruments and equipment, field operating tables, 
collapsible stretchers, splints, artificial arms and legs, etc. As 
the number of maimed soldiers increases, plans are being made to 
enlarge the artificial limbs section. 

The Quarantine Service, owing to the ooiiStant movements of 
large crowds of people, was extended in 1928 to the up-river ports, 
to include lohang in Hupeh, and Chungking. Routine activities at all 
ports, including isolation and treatment of communicable disease cases 
fumigation of ships, and the issuing of bills of health, continued as 
before. 

Among the new projects is the Research Bureau of Chinese Drugs, 
at Kunming. Special research is being carried on on a number of drugs 
renowned for therapeutic value. 

The staff of the former Central Hospital at Nanking is intact, 
but split into units working at four centres. They are devoted chiefly 
to care of the wounded. The Changsha hospital maintained over 400 
bods for the severely wounded, and assisted the municipal authorities 
in giving preventive inoculations and in general medical relief. Two 
operating units v/ere organized for western Hunan. In Chungking an out- 
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patient clinic was opened, and a branch hospital has since been 
established. Most of the hospital staff have now been transferred 
from Changsha to Kweiyang, where the Central Hospital will function 
as a training hospital for the students of the Public Health Train- 
ing Institute and the Emergency Medical Service Training School. 

The Public He«alth Training Institute, opened by the KHA, is 
carrying on «at Kwoiys-ng in Kweichow. • 

Co-oneratives Hake Synthetic Cotton for Chinese Y/ounded Soldi ers - ~ 
2b, 1939 

One of the most interesting of the Chinese Industrial Co- 
operatives in the vicinity of Chungking is the Sterilized Cotton 
P'anuf c-cturing co-operative. Cotton has become very expensive in 
Szechwan; therefore Mr. Chou Ying-shan, a graduate of the Hantung 
Spinning and Weaving College in ICiangsu has perfected a formula by 
which synthetic cotton can be made from ramie. It takes seven days 
to complete the process, and 100 pounds of finished product can be 
made from one picul of ramie, at the production cost of a little more 
than 40 cents (national currency) per pound. The China Medicine 
Factory has a standing order for 3000 pounds of this cotton monthly , 
and the rest of the factory product is sold to different base 
hospitals near Chungking. It sells at $1.50 a pound, less than half 
the price of imported absorbent cotton, which retails at $S.50 a 
pound, and one third cheaper than Chinese-made sterilized genuine 
cotton. Y/hon factory enlargements are completed, the productions of 
synthetic cotton will be increased to over 1000 pounds per day. Mr. 
Chou is now experimenting to make the cotton softer, with encouraging 
results. 

Medical Education on Y/ar-Tirne Basis - -- -- -- -- -- - F.C.Yen 

March S7 , 1939 

All efforts are being made to keep the well-established 
medical schools in China functioning to supply China with all types 
of medical personnel including doctors , n urses , sanitary and public 
health workers. Centralization of the colleges has facilitated the 
promotion of the educational program. Through the co-ordination of 
the medical schools in a few centres, the objective of giving the 
maximum training with the minimum of teachers, equipment and 
facilities has been achieved. By maintaining separate hostels for 
its o?m student body, the identity of each individual school is still 
being preserved. This cooperation scheme has released faculty members 
for 7 /hat ever war-time they arc best fitted. The Public Health Train—' 
ing Institute and the Emergency Medical Service Training School are 
also meeting the urgent needs for all types of medical personnel. 
Training in the form of "refresher" courses and short intensive 
instructions are being given. 

Altogether, some 26 medical, dental and pharmaceutical schools 
are functioning; of this number, ten are national, four provincial, 
and twelve private institutions. In addition, 20 registered midwifery 
and 25 nursing schools are operating. 

Hationcal Health Administration’s Two-Year Prqgr^ -F.C.Yon 

March 29 , 1939 

Mobile health units in provinces involved in hostilities will 
be increased. In such important provinces as Szechwan, Yunnan and 
Kweichow, health activities will be accelerated. A solid foundation 
for a permanent health structure will be laid in hinterland provinces. 
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This policy is being pushed with renewed vigor in the two-year 
program (1939-40), including also the training of medical personal, 
the manufacture of medical supplies and eq.uipment and the promotion 
of research work. Mobile units will be increased in the provinces 
where fighting is going on. New health centres will be established 
in Szechwan^ Kweichov/ and Yunnan. An anti-malaria campaign is already 
under wav, and extensive malaria and goitre research work in Yunnan 
and the opening of highway health stations. The NHA hopes to have one 
such station to every 100 kilometers of highway. The health work in 
the outlying provinces will include the oiDening of health centres at 
Sikon and Sinkiang, the reorganization of provincial health bureaus in 
Kansu, Tsinghai , .and Ninghsia, and the promotion of health work of 
the Mongolia Health Centre. The NHA is seeking to legalize the ear- 
marking of a definite percentage of budgets for all constructive 
enterprises for medical supervision of workers. 

Along with the development of the health work, the NHA is 
speeding up the programs of the Public Health Personnel Training 
Institute and Emergency Medical Service Training School and the train- 
ing centres at Chengtu, Kv/eiyang and Kunming. The manufacture of 
medical supplies and equipment is being increased. ^ . 4. ^ 

Other items in the two-year program are the establishment 01 
a research institute for nutrition, and the establishment of more 
orphan homes. For the control of animal diseases the NHA will 
gradually increase the budget of the NV/ Epidemic Prevention Bureau and 
the Mongolia-Suiyuan Epidemic Prevention Bureau. Funds have also been 
sot aside for the study of different kinds of endemic diseases.

There is little change on any of the war fronts to report. 

The enemy has been brought to a standstill on virtually all fronts. 

The Hupeh, Changsha and Hanohang fronts remain unchanged, and there is 
increasing indication that the enemy are viithdrawing troops from 
attacks both in the northern Hupeh sector (along the Han River through 
Hsiajigynng and Laohukou) and the Sian region. Further ca,lls have been 
made by General Yu Foi-Peng for trucks in the North-West. Besides the 
Chun I Shu have asked for a number of trucks to transport ^medical 
supplies from Chunglcing to Hunan, and from hero to Kwangsi. 

Following the recent series of bombing in Chungking, ini-^ 
struct ions contained in your telegram concerning rendering of assist- 
ance there have been carried out as promptly as possible. We replied 
to you as follows

Fortunately provision had been made to leave 
a fair amount of relief supplies in Chungking with the Weishengshu, and 
unless destroyed by bombing, there should be sufficient material for 
ail casualties which may have occurred.

and to send them supplies through this channel if necessary. 

In the Yuanling line, the only important news is the bombing 
of Chihchiang on the 21st April, During this raid our D.B.S. 

(Pelousing, BcOthing, Scabies) station at the 4th C.I.S. was demolished 
As about five to six hundred persons were wounded, G.U.SA.^was sent 
from Yuanling to Chihchir.ng, Dr, P'ong of the Ilnd^Ta Tuei Pu report- 
ed that when the planes passed over Yuanling on their return journey , 
they dropped leaflets containing Wang Ching-V/ei^s picture and his 
appeal for peace. 



Pr. Lo Sheng-Chao, Kith Group Leader, reported that he 
arrived in Pingchiang (-^><1^) "with N.U.62A on 9th April, and Lungmenf'^jj^j'^) 
on the 15th April; he expects to arrive at Hsiushui on 18th April. Ho 
asked for the remainder of N.U.62 and C.U.59 uo be sent to Liuyangv-' *jl7p) 
to proceed from there by river to Tungku Oi^'®). 



The /Japanese attacks on Changsha from three directions has 
not progressed. Tsungyang kas been retaken and it is reported 

that one diyision of Japanese troops has been withdrawn from ihis 
front, probably for the North-West. The rails between Yochow 
and VJuchang (^%) have been removed by the enemy thens elves. 



I wish to correct my previous report about the situation of 
the highv/ays around Changsha. The road between Chingsha^and Esiang^n 
(yjfS/i,) has undergone first-degree destruction; between Hsiangtan 
and^Shaoyang (^ff^) , and between Hsiangtan road Hengyang the ro^ids ard 
still open. The Units in Changsha, Hsiangtan, Sh oyang and Hengyang 
are the same as reported last week. 



Further reports from Hengyang state that P.U.49 whose P.B.S, 
station at the 8th Shou Jung Suo was bombed, rescued over 60 patients, 
shortly after the bombing while the buildings were on fire. The other 
Units in Hengyang also helped in rescue work and removed all our 
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suppliGs including a considerable amount of gasoline from our Head- 
<iuart ers wiiich was in th.e bombed area and surrounded by burnin^^ ui 
ings . 

Unit member Miss W<ang Shao-Yi of C-U. 33 contracted typhus and 
died on 2End April, 1939. Altogether 8 of our Unit Members doing 
P.B.S. womp have come down with suspicious fever, of whxch 3 have boon 
identified to be typhus.. All cases have been removed to our Cniyang 
Headcuartors whore they can bo tro.ated under conditions of greater 
safety f"’om air-'-valds. Instructions have now oecn given to all units 
doing U.BoS. work that they must delouse themselves dally at the end 
of their day s w^orko 

T.bo new highway betv/een T'lngkou ('^’^), Anchiang and 

Yushuwan I near Chihchiang) is now reported to be open; we 

intend to lun. a tr'uuk through f.rom hero in order to start a convoy 
service conneeting Kweiyang and Hengyang through Shaoyang.

In the Nanohang sector, many small towns have been re-takon, 
the most important being ICaoan {^t-) on the Nanc hang- Changsha high- 
v;ay. Thoro‘a-e wossib.ilit ies tiia’j the Japanese may even evacuate 
Nanchongo The new Group XII under Vr. Yuan Shang-Chen have not yot 
proceeded to their stations in southern ICiangsi because the trucks 
allowed to them are either temporarily moving hospitals and wounded 
soldiers, or are awaiting repair. 

It has been decided to give the title of Fu Ta Tuei Chang 'to 
Group Leaders Me Shu-Pi.ng (G.X), Ho Ming-Chiu (G. VI) , and Yuan Shang-

SUPPLY DEPARTMENT ; 

The dopot at Sian has been partly removed to Kwahsien 
In vi e ?7 of the urgent situation at Sien, it is intended to remove the 
rest of the depot to Kwahsien at an early date. 

The supplies from Hupeh will be sent up through the dopot at 
Patung iBfJ. 

In Kiangsi, tho Chian depot will bo re-stocked so as to

l. VAAR SITUATION AND THE MOVEMENT OF UNITS ; 

There has heen little major activity on any of the fronts 
during the period under review. More and more our forces are gaining 
the initiative and employing guerilla tactics, attacking the enemy 
in many places and avoiding frontal engagements. Pev/er casualties 
are suffered, hut occur in relatively inaccessahle places, especially 
as highways to all fronts are now extensively destroyed, so that it 
becomes increasingly difficult not only to render prompt attention to 
the wounded, but also to evacuate them to hospitals. 

These new tactics thus raise new problems for the medical 
service, the most important of which are: 

1. The wider distribution of medical personnel over the v/ar fronts, 
nearer the localities of fighting in order to be able t o reach the 
serious wounded. 

2. The necessity, as far as Red Cross Units are concerned, to split 
the Unit into smaller teams. 

3. The training of these Units to operate in "guerilla" areas and to 
be independent of vehicular transportation. 

Attention is nov/ being paid to these questions, and to the 
mode of liaison for such Units, ¥/hlch must link up with the various 
Army and Divisional Commands rather than v/ith the Offices of the 
Army Medical Administration. 

In response to a further telegram from Chungking, Drs. Wang 
Kai-hsl, Eva Ho, and Hsiao Shih-chih, with members of Units 73 and 74 
v/erc despatched to Chungking on May 15 v;lth further medical supplies. 

A telegram received today, states that no further personnel are needed 
and that Dr. Wangs party will return in 4-5 days. 

Cholera has broken out in Chungking. Vaccine has been sent 
from Kweiyang.

organized Food and Rest stations along tnese highways. A.U.bS & bb 
h.o.ve accordingly been withdrawn from Hengyang and divided into small 



teams to assist in these Food and Rest Stations; A,U*53 being 
distributed between Hengyang and Shaoyang, and A.U.55 between 
Shloyang and Tungkou, 

In north eastern Hunan, the lull has continued, but minor 
engagements, chiefly due to our guorilla attacks have taken place in 
the Hunan-Kiangsi-Hupch border region. A small but steady flow of 
\ 70 undcd continue to come dov/n from this region to Pingchiang and 
Changsha. Dr. Lo Shong-chao, Leader of 11th Group, who is at 
Holushui has divided A.U.62B CJ^^”not "B” as previously reported) into 
txjo teams, placing one at Santu and the other at Hsiushui to join Dr. 

Lo. A.U.81 has been order od from Changsha to Pingchiang and may 
proceed cither to Dr. Lo's assistance or in the direction of Tsung- 
yang as may bo necessary. C.U.33 has been moved from Hengyang to 
Changsha whore arrangements have been made with the Hsiang-Ya Hospital 
to utilise 100 of the hospital beds for receiving serious wounded. 

Dr. H. Talbot has reported that ho has been at Pingchiang, Hsiushui, 
Tungku and Leiyang, and that wounded arc being brought to Changsha 
along those routes. 

These various changes have necessitated some re-organization 
of Grouos, 4 & 5, and 2 Sc 3, resulting in the temporary elimination 
of Group 11. It is expected that the Ilnd Ta Tuei Pu may have to 
move first to Chihehiang and if conditions remain stable, to Shaoyang 
where the Chu-Hsiang P.S.C. and the Headquarters of the Western 
Command of the 9th War Area are now situated. 

In south-eastern Hunan and Kiangsi, there is little to report 
The Headquarters of the Eastern Command of the 9th War Area is still 
at Leiyang and it is possible that our Illrd Ta Tuei Pu under Dr. 

Tang Li-chov/ v/ill move to Hengyang to keep contact with the 9th War 
Area W.S.C., and later is necessary, move to Leiyang to be in contact 
with the Headquarters of General Hsueh Yoh. Under the Illrd Ta Tuei 
Pu, there arc nov/ the 6th, 9th and 12th Groups. The distribution of 
the 9th Group betv/oen Lingling and Hengyang remains unchanged. 

Concerning the 12th Group under Group Leader Yuan Shang-chen; 
C.U.20 has already a rrived in Chian and started work at the 31st H.F.I, 
A.U.58, 77, C.U.4, 71 are enroute to their stations. 

The Kv/antung Units (C.U.3 and A.U.79) of the 12th Group 
under Dr. Chen Hua-tung have been divided so that C.U.3B remains with 
the 114 P.C.I. at Chuchiang, C.U.3A and A.U.79B moved forv/ard to 
Sanhuachun (Oongyuan) to v/ork with the 116 P.C.I. and A.U.79A sent to 
Yungteh to work with the 115 P.C.I. Those movements have been made 
in order to give greater service to the 12th Group Army under General 
Chang Pa-Kwei. The Units will proceed further south should they be 
called upon to do so. 

The Anhuol-Kiangsi-Chekiang region, served by the 6th Group 
under Dr. Ho Mlng-chlu, it is reported that large numbers of refugees 
(104,000) have come to the region south of Wuhu (at Fanchang, Hsinhsien 
Hsuancheng). These refugees are in much need of medical attention, 
especially protection against cholera and dysentery. In Chekiang, 
guerilla fighting around Hangchov/ has increased the number of v/ounded 
coming to Chinhua. In northern Kiangsi, some of the wounded from 
Nanchang have b enn sent eastward to Hokou; C.U.26 has accordingly been 
moved from Shangyao to help in the 8th C.S.I. at Hokou. The 
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6th Group has now been strengthened by the arrival of C.U.27, which 
has arrived at the 124 H.P.I. lyang, Kiangsi, making a total of 4 
units in this Group (Viz,C.U.26, 27, 31, & 67). 

In Kwangsi, the Units of Group 7 and 8 have been assigned 
to the hospitals between Yangshu and Chuanchow. Wot many new wounded 
are coming from Hunan to Kv/angsi, while a number of hospitals have 
been transferred v/ith the help of our Convoys to the Highv/ay between 
Yishan and the Kvdchow border. Dr. James Chu has assumed charge of 
the IV th Ta Tuei Pu in place of Dr. Yick Wan, nov/ at General Pai 
Chung-hsi’s Headquarters in Kweilin. We have been asked by General 
Pai for the help of an export radiologist, and as Dr. T.S. Jung 
Intended to accompany Drs. H.P. Chu and C,C. Pang on their tour of 
inspection Dr. Jung,'v;ho is an expert radiologist v/as instructed to 
attend to General Pai’s request, with the necessary equipment. 

It will be noted from the work reports that the number of 
operations and dressings are diminishing. This is an indication 
that wo are suffering fev;er casualties duo probably t o the beginning 
of extensive guerilla v/arfare, and the regaining of Initiative by 
our armies. 



Drs. H.P. Chu and C.C. Pang left Kv/eiyang by car for 
Kv/ellin and Hunan on May 29th, accompanied by Dr. T.S. Jung, Chief 
of the Department of Medical Service. 

Dr. C.Y. Wu arrived here on May 31st and has been in 
consultation v/lth various members. He will return to Hongkong via 
Dong Dang.

CURRENT RELIEF NEEDS OF CHINA 

(1) Ambulances . Two hundred and twenty-five (225) 
ambulanc e s are needed immediately , and it is 
estimated that fifty (50) new ones will be needed 
each month thereafter. This figure is based on the fact that e§ch 
ambulance in active service lasts only about eight ^months , and since 
a total fleet of about four hundred must be maintained, there are 
fifty ambulances to be replaced every month. 



(2) Trucks. Another ten trucks are needed for the new oranch medical 
training school and hospital which are to be established in Northwest 
China at Hanchung. Trucks are essential for the earring on of any 
kind of work in this region, as there is virtually no ether means of

SUPP LIES AND EQUIPMENT SENT; June 15- August 1. 

1) CHOLERA VACCINE CAMPAIGN 

The Arnold can Bureau is happy to announce that the campaign 
for 4,000,000 doses of cholera vaccine has been successfully completed 
The campaign opened Junel, upon receipt of an urgent cable from Dr. 

Lim of the Chinese Red Cross, and magnificent cooperation from all 
parts of this country as well as from communities in the Philippines, 
has made it possible to fill the required quota in less than two 
months • 

The course of the campaign may be briefly summarized as 
follov/s. Between June 1 and June 21, funds to purchase 1,010,000 
doses- were raised in America, and the vaccine was ordered and shipped 
through Shop and Dohme. 

The second million doses was purchased in Manila at about the 
same time. (The cost to the Bureau for cholera vaccine in Manila is 
about half in comparison v/ith the price in the U.S., thanks to the 
kindness of the Chinese Consul General of Manila, who arranged a 
special purchase for us.) Organizations donating funds for these 
first 2,010,000 doses were recorded in the last Bulletin. 
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The third shipment of cholera vaccine, a million doses 
ordered from Manila, was contributed by:

All three are 
nurses and hold distinguished administrative positions in New York hospitals; no 
individuals could contribute more to our task of supplying the needs of the Chinese 
Base Hospitals. 

Each month the American Bureau has been attempting to send to China more 
items on this Hospital Equipment list. In September, 1200 flasks were supplied and 
50 of the Base Hospitals have also been supplied with mouth and rectal thermometers, 
(For details see section ’’Supplies Equipment Sent”) The items which are now being 
intensively promoted and which are most urgently needed are;

dard Army Operating Kits, at a time when 
relief work in Europe was expected to 
absorb most of the attention of the Red 
Cross. That same week the ”S.S. President 
Polk" sailed from San Francisco carrying 
an additional quantity of dressings also 
donated by the Amorioan Rod Cross.

Tho National Rod Cross Socioty of China is gradually building up 
a fleet of Studobakor ambulaucos and trucks.; every effort is being made to 
eliminate odd makes and to concontrato on Studobakor models for the sake of 
uniformity and economy, Williom Hu, Chief of tho Division of Transportation 
of tho Medical Relief Commission has repeatedly pointed out the importance of 

this standardization of transportation facilities. - , \ 

The new Studobakor Ambulance models (Model K-15-62 wheelbase} now 
used in tho field of Southwestern China have bodies ospocially designed for 
service in this type of area. They carry 14 stretcher cases and about 15 to 20 
men are usually taking care of about 35 to 40 men at a time. The bodies arc 
built in Hongkong at a cost of approximately (^400.00 (HK) which at today’s rate 

of exchange is approximately JolBOcOO (US). 

A smaller typo of ambulance, fully equipped v/ith 4 bods and a 
laboratory, has also boon used to some extent, but because of the limited number 
of cases it can handle it has not been practical to have many ambulances of this 

t\q:>c. Tho cost per person is too groat.

Note: The success to date of the Blanket Campaign has been due to tho 

success of its publicity. Liberty Magazine and True Story Magazine both carried 
special boxed announcements appealing for blanket contributions. Letters to the 
editor wore published in about 40 newspapers throughout the country including 
numerous religious publications. Those letters, signed by Doctor members of the 
National Committee prominent in tho locality of the newspaper addressed wore 
sometimes published as received and sometimes incorporated in editorials. Tho 
response from outl;^/lng aroab indicates that local newspapers are read with close 
attention in their community and are a valuable medium for spreading nows of tho 
needs of tho Bureau. 

Newspaper publicity has boon followod-up by tho organization of local 
coimnittcGS: Mrs. Royster of Kansas City, Missouri has organized a special

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CHINESE INDUSTRIAL COOPERATIVES 
A Spooial Cominunioation to tho ABMA.C Bulletin 

Tho doTGlopmont of Industrial Cooperatives in China is a movomcnt -which 
must nocossarily be of tho greatest interest to members of tho American Bureau for 
Medical Aid to China and to all individuals concerned -with China’ s modi cal relief 
problem. Tho cooperatives aro steadily increasing their output of bandages, drugs, 
and'othor medical supplies, and thereby contributing to tho building of China’s self- 
sufficiency in handling her relief problems. Moreover in providing work for disabled 
or convalescing soldiers, they aro functioning, so to speak, as a division of occu- . 
pational therapy for tho Medical Relief Commission. The Industrial Cooporativo 
movomcnt, like the Health Administration of China with which the American Bureau 
v/orks so closely, is attempting to fill an omcrgoncy nood and at the same time to help 
lay tho groundwork for China’s coming reconstruction. 

Tho personnel of tho American Bureau is fortunate in having • Miss Ida 
Prditt work in its midst during her present stay in this country. Mss Pruitt is 
hero for a short timo to help inform and educate the American public on tho industrial 
cooperative: movomcnt, in wiiich she is an active vrorkor. Following are a few 

recent observations on the movement which Miss Pruitt has kindly made for tho Bulletin 



Tho rapidity %'dth vdiich tho Industrial Cooperatives have caught 
Cooperatives on and developed in western China is a miraclo vdiioh is only 

Expand Svri.ftly gradually being appreciated. There was a mooting of the Exo'ou- 

tives of the Chinese Industrial Cooperatives in Chungking in 
July, and it was decided that the five existing headquarters should be expanded into 
seven because the number of individual cooperatives had become so great. There are 
now probably over 1500 individual industrial cooperative units. A year ago there 
were none. The first were started last September. 

These cooperatives have spread over fifteen pro-vinces in a great 
Resettlement semicircle behind the fighting lines. They aim to make the 

o7 Refugees goods the people need, and are making over fifty kinds of goods. 

They aro taking care of the relief problem by putting the refugee 
to work. The refugee artisan or industrial worker can be organized into an industrial 
unit almost immediately and start work as soon as tools and equipment are secured. 

A great many refugees, however, who have previously -worked as small shop keepers, etc. 
in the cities do not know how to do anything else. They must be trained, and this 
takes from t'.TO to three months. The refugees, as they fall back because of flood or 
invasion, are apt to stay in the cities which are very crowded. They have no means 
and carmot go on. We try to move them from the cities back into the country, the 
mountain areas and the valleys. Our aim is to train them, organize them into small 
units. This has been successfully done in a number of the cooperatives. 

Gold-washing is the quickest industry to be organized. It requires little 
equipment and training, and has been developed in the Northwest and South: :3St. The 
most necessary single manufactured article in China is cloth. It takes time to 
teach spinning and weaving but groups organized to do -this are self-supporting and 
can support their families as soon as thoy learn the technique. There is no question 
of a market, for goods are used as quickly as made. 

Tho wounded soldier -who is disabled and cannot go back to fight 
Rehabilitation of is kept in camps, supported by the Government. He feels that he 

Wounded' Soldiers " is a useless individual. In several camps tho C.I.C. has organ- 

ized, cooperatives . In one camp 47 small individual units have 
been organized, the total camp consisting of from four to five thousand men. These 
disabled soldiers weave, spin, make toothpaste and soap, they have set up a printing 
establishment -which print's a daily newspaper for the village, and a maker of 
cigorettos. In order to get them to fit back into tho social structure, a certain 
number of to-wnspeoplc are mixed in each of the cooperatives of soldiers. The 
importance of this rehabilitation vrork, both from the standpoint of medical therapy 
and social adjustment, mil bo readily apparent to friends of China, and should 
roooivo every possible encouragemont from them.

The Massachusetts Girl Scouts have donated office space in their Boston 
Koadquartirs for the use of the Bureau, and they have given publicity to the work 
of the Bureau by publishing an article in their monthly article written by Mrs, Exter, 
in which the vrork of the Chinese Girl Scouts in assisting the Red Cross is described. 
Mrs. Exter has extended the youth contacts of the ABMA.C still further, moreover, by 
speaking at the fall conforonco of the M.assachusetts Youth Council, a body which 
brings together representatives of all the major youth groups in Massachusetts. As 
a result of this speech the Youth Council will carry on activities on behalf of 
China this winter, in cooperation vdth the Bureau. 

A Committee headed by Mr. John Weber in cooperation mth Dr. Van Gorder 
has been set up by the Boston’ Branch to collect hospital supplies and second-hand 
equipment . 

Host recent of Boston’s undertakings was the brilliant and successful dinner 
on the night of December 11. Weeks of to rk v/ont into its preparation, and a 
veritable army of sponsors, patrons, ushers, and miscellaneous public-spirited 
Bostonians contributed their talents and energies. Speakers included Admiral YamdLl, 
Dr. P.G. Chang, Dr. Edward Hume. Only such a bright constellation of speakers 
could have remained undiramed, indeed, by the entertainment which followed. By^the 
combinod wizs.rdry of Charles Hopkinson, Boston’s leading portrain painter, Marian 
Cannon, Mrs. J .ic’. Fairbanks and Miss Tan, a Sung Dynasty painting was actually 
brought to life before the eyes of tho audience, complete with bamboo saplings, 
rooks, hills, and grey misty distance'.

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"FROM RED SITASTIKA TO RED CROSS" 

" . . .Nowhere more lamentably than in the Far East has the peculiar modem technique 
of destruction outrun the modern teohique of healing ... .It was clear to anyone who 
watched this war from the Chinese side that if a real Red Cross was ever to emerge 
in China, it could only be the creation of the Chinese themselves ... .Early in the 
summer of 1938, after the war had already lasted nearly a year, the Chinese Red 
Cross Medical Relief Commission (nowCcrps) was set up under the direction of Dr. 
Robert Lim. 

"In the opinion of this writer, the work of Robert Lim has already had a 
revolutionary effect upon the modios.1 services of the Chinese armies; this is the 
opinion of a’ layman, but I do not think it would l>e seriously challenged by any 
foreign doctor vrorking in China. . .Though the M.R.C. is only a beginning, it has 
achieved so much, and it is so emphatically working along the right lines, that it 
has come to be recognized as one of the major pieces of constructive vrork in China 
over the last two years'.’ 

These are passages from an excellent pamphlet which has just reached us from Hongkoi?^ 
It vras written by James Bertram after his three months trip through West China, and 
published by the China Defence League. The pamphlet is effectively written and its 
vrords carry' the conviction of an expert first-hand observer. All too lit13e litera- 
ture vdiich is adequately descriptive of the now developments in China’s medical 
organization has come out of the western provinces to date - those compotont to do 
such writing have necessarily been absorbed in the life and death struggle to aid 
the wounded - and we in America should welcome a publication such as this one vrritten 
by Mr. Bertram, and promote its circulation wherever possible. 

"There have been few Chinese victories as yet," reads one passage in the 
pamphl et , "and none that was clear-out and decisive. But if Robert Lim and his 
associates can succeed in carrying through the task the y have b egun so courageously , 
they Ydll have vron the first great vict ory of the wkv for China . And I believe they 
are vj-ell on the way to doing it."

From Minnesota to the Carolinas, newspapers largo and small 
have taken notice in their columns of tho la-t^Dr. James 
Wallace’s generous request that tho money for flowers at his 
funeral bo contributed instead for China medical relief. 
Before the 90-yoar-old president emeritus of Macalestor 
College died last August, ho expressed to his friends tho 
wish that their money be spent in this way, and the sum of 
1132.00 has been received by tho Bureau as a result. An 
entire Chinese tewn of 2,200 persons can be immunized against 
typhoid, cholera, and bubenic plague with this amount.

Other 
individuals, reading of Dr. Wallace’s action, may vroll bestir 
their imaginations to discover other ways in which they can 
draw drifting dollars into the life-giving channels of' China 
relief. 




ADOPTING CHINESE ORPHANS 



Wo take this occasion to remind friends of tho Bureau of tho opportunity which is 
open to them and to their friends to make their dollars do lifo-caving duty. For 
^.^20.00, a Chinese war orphan can bo "adopted" for a year. Tho National Chinese 
niomeix s Association for Vfar Relief is the agency vjhich administers funds so donated, 
and arranges for tho care of tho children. Madame Chiang Kai-shek, head of the 
Association, spoaks as follov/s in her most recent letter to Dr. Co Tui from Chungking* 
"...Yfo have over 20,000 of those children in orphanages in 
the western provinces. Their upkeep and education costs about 
CHfp250,000.00 per month. Of this total our Government is 
able to allow only a meagre sum of CH,^ 60, 000. 00. The costs 
of resisting tho aggression increase and our revenues decrease 
so tho government is not able to do more for tho children. 

"This condition makes it increasingly difficult for me 
to see a way out for tho children, but I am persevering in 
the hope that wo will bo able to collect sufficient funds to 
continue the vjork and take care of tho increasing number of 
orphans that is being incessantly added to by the Japanese 
bombings and vmnton cruelties..."
